In tho Sixteenth Century. 
It is ti si‘/iltiennt sign of the u n im ­ 
portance accorded to picture frames 
that in attem pting any research on 
the subject, one can only discover nu I 
occasional notice of some individual 
fram e am ong :i mass of detail com pris­ 
ed under the generic tid e of " F r a m e s .”

ranges from chimney 
pieces, 
door furniture and girandoles down to 
the designs employed In book Illustra­ 
tion.

Only in Italy was tin* art of picture 
framin g a fine art, and the examples , 
worth studying belong almost entirely 
to that country. 
Picture fram es are of comparatively 
modern origin, for during the long per­ 
iod of the middle ages such imitable 
pictures jis existed w ere inclosed in 
woollen r a w * with uoor* atyj had, coo- 
sentiently, no frames,
